THE PRESIDENT STRIKES BACK. 
“Oh, he is nothing but a machine poli- 
tician ?“ exclaim the adhérents of Senator 
Conkling. And they proceed to elevate their 
eyebrows and shrug their shoulders to ex- 
press surprise and regret at the undignified 
attitude of the President. It was dignified 
for the Senator to threaten the President, 
butitis not dignifiéd in the Président to re- 
taliate. It makes a vast difference whose ox 
is goted! Mr. Conkling considers the witli- 
drawal of the New York nominations as “ an 
implied warning to Republican Senators that 
if they don’t vote for Robertson their patron- 
age will be cut off. and that honorable Re- 
publican Senators can’t be bulldozed in that 
way.” Indeed, Mr. Conkling, but didn’t you 
send your Senatorial Committee of Safety 
to warn the President that you would 
“hold up” the nomination of Mr. 
Robertson? And didn’t the Commit- 
tee of Safety advise the President to 
placate you by withdrawing the name of Mr. 
Robertson? And wasn’t this an “implied 


warning” that the Senate would “cut off“ 


the President’s patronage unless he should 
consent to surrender it? You think, Mr. 
Conkling, that “honorable Republican Sene- 
tors eannot be bulldozed in that way.“ 

What do you think now about bulldozing 
the President “in that way’’? Mr. Conkling 
has been trying two months to Dulldoze the 
President. There isn’t a trick Known in the 
art of sneakihg which has not been resorted 
to in the effort to induce the President to 
withdraw a nomination against which not 
one word has been uttered on the merits, and 
which reeeived the unanimous indorsement 
of beth Houses of the New York Legisia- 
ture. There is no form of threat which has 
not been used to the same end. Aud when 
these had ali failed Lord Roscoe indueed a 
Republican caucus of the Senate to resolve 
upon an absolute usurpation of the Presi- 
dent’s constitutional prerogative ef appoint- 
ment. 

„And this Committee of Safety” of Ro- 
publican Senators, wearing Conkling's col- 
lar, actually Waited upon the President and 
coolly informed him that they had deter- 
mined that he must consult Senators, in 
advance, with regard to appointments as a 
condition precedent to their confirmation! 
Bulldozing, indeed! There is no parallel to 
the impudence of Conkling’s Senatorial cau- 
cus action in the history of the Senate. 

But the President declines to be bulldozed. 
He retorts vigorously; he has a proper sense 
of his own personal dignity and of the dig- 
nity and prerogatives of his high office. No 
sooner does he strike back. however, than 
the would-be usurpers and all their satellites 
howl with pain, and with a new accession of 
impudence declare that he is about to make 
an alliance with Domocrats; that it is only 
through Democratic Senatorial support that 
he can hope to secure confirmations, and 
herice his reliance upon such support is 
assumed. It is the fable of the wolf 
and the lamb over again. The President 
is accused of ah attempt to bulldezée Sen- 
ators because he has refused to be bulldozed 
by Senators,—refused to surrender a right as 
old as the Constitution. The fact is, the Re- 
publican Senate caucus rule absolutely 
transfers to Democratic Senatorial control 
the Federal appointments in fifteen States; 
for there are fifteen States represented in the 
Senate solely by Democrats, and thé courtesy 
of the Senate recognized by the caucus rule 
leaves the appointments in these States at 
the mercy of these Democratic Senators. In 
résisting the Conkling caueus the President 
is not only detending his appointment pre- 
rogative, but fighting thé battles of the Ro- 
publican party. No, Mr. Conkling, you can- 


not be three Senators and President at the 


same time. Arthur and Platt may sneeze 
when you take sniff; but the President de- 
clines, The fight you have inaugurated is 
not to be all on one sidé,—" there are blows 
to take as well as blows to give.“ ‘ 
From the Conkling adherents there are, 
just now, loud protestations of alarm for the 
party. The fact is disclosed that they have 
been striving for harmony. It appears when

The only compromise 
anybody ever heard of as being attempted by 
them was their persistent and long-continued 
efforts to induce the President to concede 
everything demanded by Conkling. This is 
a queer sort of compromise, but it is the only 
sort of compromise Mr. Conkling has ever 
been known to accept—previous to being 
beaten, At Chicago, where Mr. Conkling led 
the Grant hosts, he demanded the whole loaf,

ably a feéling of anxiety on the part of the 
occupants of thrones, and an apprehension 
that there is trouble in store, brewed by revo- 
lutionists, or Russia would not have appealed 
so suddenly and strenuously to the European 
Powers to hake common cause against the 
revolutionists, and unite in repressive meas- 
ures against them, and Germany and Austria 
would not so quickly have seconded the ap- 
peal. According to this dispatch, thé mär- 
riage eereniony of the Princess Stephanie, who 
is to be united in wedlock to the Crown Pri nee 
Rudolph on the 10th inst. at Vienna, is to 
be the signal for 4 revolationary outbreak in 
Russia, Austria, Germany, and Italy, com- 
meneing with the assasihation of the Czar, and 
not stopping until the other autocrats have 
shared a similar fate. This bloody scheme 
may, however, be eonsidered rather as a 
threat than a reality, for there has hardly 
been a Royal festivity during the past two or 
three years fiat has not been accompanied 
by a similar sanguinary prophecy. It is not 
improbable—on the other hand, it is highly 
probable—that the present Ozar will share 
the horrible fate of his father before the year 
is out, for the same secret, terrible, deter- 
mined band of conspirators are dogging him 
that so persistently followed his father, and 
all that they want is the opportunity, which 
sooner or later, in some incautious moment, 
will be given them; and it is not improbable 
that other rulers may share the same fate, for 
the people are getting terribly in earnest 
undér their grevious burdens, and where 
the revolutionary spirit is working and 
seething so vigorously there is sure to 
be found some fanatic willing to make 
the fatal attempt, holding his own life as 
nothing so that heremoves the embodiment 
of despotism. It is not likely, however, that 
we shall witness a carnival of bloodshed as 
the outcome of a general conspiracy, but 
rathet the frantic efforts of fanaticism and 
ifisanity, seizing opportune moments to 
wreak vehgeance. 

As the old adage has it, Where there is 
so much smoke there must be some fre.“ It 
is not alone Nihilism in Russia or Com- 
munism in Germany and Austria that is 
causing all this commotion and giving birth 
to these dismal predictions. There is un- 
questionably a movement of the people 
against their rulers, which only needs com- 
petent leaders to make itself felt and-its de- 
mands respected. In Germany and Austria 
the people have been ground down by odious 
laws, have been stripped by taxation, have 
been forced into military service, and 
their resources haye beeh exhausted 
to support vast military camps, until 
life at home has become intolefablé, 
and they have abandoned it by thousands, 
In Russia their condition is still worse, for 
there they not only suffer the same, and even 
heavier grievances, but they have no voice, 
even of complaint. The drift of popular 
sentiment is towards representative forms of 
government, and even beyond that, to the 
Republic. It is manifest everywhere, and the 
shecess of the French Republic has empha- 
sized it until it is rapidly growing from a sen- 
timent to ademand, It will continue to 
grow ih that direction, because the progress 
of thought, of science, of culture, of civil- 
ization all trend that way. It is certain that 
monarchy will oppose it to the bitter end, 
because it is a ques of life or death, and 
it must end sooner of later in a collision and 
revolution, for thrones will not be vacated 
by their possessors without a struggle 
Viewed in this light, the dispatch alluded to 
rather refiects the light of future events than 
an immediate outbreak, and the present ac- 
tivity of revolutionary agents tends in the 
same direction. The old saying of Napoleon 
that Europe would ultimately be either all 
Cossack or all Republican seems destined to 
be realized before long. 

THE ANTI-POOLING BILL. 
Constitution of the State of Illinois 

provides that in this State “ no railroad cor- 
poration shall consolidate its stock, property, 
or franchises with any other railroad cor- 
poration owning a parallel or competing 
line.” And it further provides that “ the 
General Assembly shall pass laws to correct 
abuses and prevent unjust discrimination 
and extortion in the rates of freight and pas- 
senger tariffs on the different railroads in 
this State, and enforce such laws by adequate 
penalties, to the extent, if necessary for that 
purpose, of forfeiture of their property and 
franchises.” 

During the recent investigations by the 
Legislature it was shown that the practice of 
consolidating and pooling receipts at com- 
peting polnts for the purpose of preventing 
competition and maintaining extortionate 
rates was general, continuous, and persist- 
ent, and that no effort had been made by the 
Staté Board of Railway Commissioners to 
bring the offending roads to justice. A bill 
was therefore prepated to carry into effect 
the provision of the Constitution on this sub- 
ject. This bill, after dragging its way in the 
House for months, was defeated for the want 
of the required number of votes to pass it. 
A motion to reconsider was made, and after 
some weeks’ delay reached a vote on Thurs- 
day, and on the question “Shall the pill 
pass?” only séventy-six members voted for 
it, being one less than the required number, 
and the bill was again defeated. The 
Speaker, who was strongly opposed to the 
bill, was severely censured for what were con- 
sidered arbitrary and partisan rulings to de 
feat the bill and the will of the majority. 

This bill has been very little discussed in 
the press of the State. Tue Tumor has 
not considered that such a bill needed dis- 
cussion, and has never supposed it would be 
seriously opposed in the Legislature when 
brought toa vote. The bill was authorized 
and required by the Constitution, and the 
facts, as abundantly shown by the evidence, 
disclosed the consequences of the long neg- 
lect by the Legislatute to provide the proper 
laws and penalties. 

There is no form of railroad discrimination 
80 oppressive as is that of “ pooling.” It de- 
stroys all the commercial value of having 
competing roads. It deprives the people of 
those neighborhoods where there ate two 
roads to taarket of a choice. The pooling of 
rates not only enables the railroad companies 
to maintain the same fare, but enables them 
to exact greater rates at that point than 
would be demanded if there were no more 
than one road. It enables the companies to 
increase their rates arbitrarily and at pieas- 
ure, and punishes the shippers and receivers 
at competing points because they are at com- 
peting points. 

The defeat of this bill is a public scandal.

inations on the roads in this State ? Every one 
of these men who by vote or refusal to vote 
aided in the defeat of this bill deserves the 
contempt and denunciation not only of his 
owh immediate constituents, but also of the 
people of the whole State. And this 1s 
the body which watts to have another four 
months’ session next year, and to perpetuate 
its offensive presence upon the people of the 
State whose confidence and trust have been 
so grossly betrayed!

THE LATE CHARLES HITCHCOCK. 

The public will be pained to learn of the 
sudden death of Charles Hitehcock, the em- 
inent lawyer of this city, athis home yester- 
day morning. Our local columns contain 
the details of the sad event, and the promi- 
nent facts of his busy and useful life. To 
his friends and those who knew him inti- 
mately, his death was not so unexpected as 
it will prove to those who only knew him in 
his honorable professional career. A heart 
ailment and an apoplectic habit, which was 
hereditary, his brother and father having 
died from the same causes, had troubled 
him, and mentally distressed him for a 
long time. The efforts of skillful physicians, 
European visits, and oeeasional respit from 
labor had palliated these hereditary diseases 
somewhat, but of late they had reattacked 
him ahd undermined not only his strength, 
but his mentalcourage. A recent stroke of 
appolexy, which felled him in the street, 
made him very melancholy and despondent. 
The recent death of his aged mother intensi- 
fied these feelings, and almost intolerable 
physical pain added its pangs. During the 
last night of his life he suffeted greatly, but 
at the close he passed away quletly in sleep 
and found release from his sufferings. 

The déceased was a great lawyer. and it 18 
to be regretted that he died in the very prime 
of his intellectual life, when under more 
favorable circumstances he would have had 
many years of usefulness before him. There 
is probably not 4 practitioner at the Chicago 
Bar his superior in clearness of perception, 
soundness of judgment, and depth of legal 
knowledge, especially upon great constitu- 
tional questions,—which latter quality gave 
him the position of President of the last Con- 
stitutional Convention. As a counselor it 
would be difficult to name his equal, for his 
reputation Was hot measured by local bounds. 
His opinion upon important legal questions 
was eagerly sought for, and was regarded as 
a sort of ultimate appeal. Such a man, accus- 
tomed te judicially weigh and sift all matters 
of opinion, would naturally be independent 
—— politics and in all his views, and 
such he was. In his general political views 
he wasa Republican; but, differing at times 
on measures and on men, he sometimes aétted 
with the other party. He followed his con- 
victions of right always. 

His death has left a vacancy at the Bar 


“which will de hard to fill, and has removed a 


citizen whose services were of great benefit 
to the whole city. He leaves hehind him an 
honorable and unspotted name, and the 
proud record of a useful, dignified, and ele- 
vated career that furnishes a bright example 
to the younger members of his profession. 
His family in their deep affliction will receive 
the sympathy of the whole community, in

Tur following is a summary of the work 
accomplished by the Bupreme Court of the 
United States during the October cerm of 1880, 
which closed on Monday last: At the end of 
the previous term—the October term of 18979.

The num- 
ber of cases finally disposed of and stricken 
from the docket during the term just ended is 
385, as follows: rmed, 197; reversed, 48; dis- 
missed. %; questiòus answered, 1; 46éketed and 
dismissed, 28; settled and dismissed, 62; die- 
missed under twenty-eighth rule, 8; total, 965. 
The number of cases disposed of In the previous 
tetm was 408. It thus appears that the Court has 
not been able to clear away this term as many 
cases as it did last.—a result owing doubtless to 
its ctippled eonditien. The number of cases 
now remaining on the docket is 867, an inérease 
of 46 since the close of the October term of 1879.

Tue United States enjoys at present its 
sensation in thé form of a star-route Post- 
Office ring. But there is another Government 
from which rarely anything is heard in refer- 
ence to corruption among high State officials, 
which at present has also its sensation stirring 
and disturbing the Court circles to their very 
centres. The ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Sweden and Ohancelior of the University at 
Upsala, Count Nenoimg-Hamiiton, has squan- 
dered the property of his nieces, appropriated 
20,000 kronen of the University funds to his own 
use, and forged the name of bis cousin Hamilton 
to a number of drafts, amounting in all toa littie 
over 780,000 Kronen, about $190,000. Immediately 
after the discovery of the crime friends and 
relatives paid the drafts ana the amount taken 
from the Universty funds. The Queen is said to 
have contributed 4,000 kronen. His nieces, 
however, will lose all. The drafts baving been 
taken upand the money restored to the Univer- 
sity, the Government is not disposed to prosecute, 
but the Scandinavian press vigorously insists 
upon the arrest and trial of the forger and de- 


faulter. In the meantime the Count has been 


deprived of all offices of trust and honor, as well 
as all orders and decorations bestowed upon him 
by the King. Until the discovery of his crimes 
Count Henning was one of the most prominent 
persons in the State, and*stood high in the es- 
teem of the Court as well as of the people.

Tur demand for sailors in San Francisco 
exceeds the supply. Wages have risen in conse- 
quence, and several Captains have been obliged 
to resort to Chinese sailors. Capt. Hutchinson, 
of the English ship Rock Terrace, has just gone 
to sea with fourteen of them. He expected to 
hire them at moderate wages, but the wily 
Motigolians had been apprised of the value of 
their services, and, after some bhaggiing, went 
cheerfully on board under a contract for $% a 
month and three months’ pay in advanee.

In the meantime several other 
Captains are negotiating for Chinese help, and 
don’t seem in the least dismayed at growling of 
this sort. W

THE REORGANIZATION OF THE 
ARMY. 


PARIS, May 6.—It is but natural that the 
French expedition organized for the purpose 
of punishing the wild Arabian tribes of 
Tunis, and eventually to establish a protect- 
orate over the Beylick, should attract the 
attention of all the European Powers in no 
small degree. After a sullen reserve of ten 
years France has commenced an action 
which, at the same time, engages her mili- 
tary strength and shows to the rest of the 
world what she has profited by a complete 
reorganization of her army during the last 
den years. Judging from the tone of the 
French press, the confidence of the people in 
the Tunisian enterprise is not unbounded 
as it was on the eve before the German war. 
Many of the cooler heads in France fear ail 
sorts of impediments to its ultimate success, 
which might be construed by the rest of 
Europe into a defeat. To a certain degree 
this fear is not entirely unfounded. 

THE BEY OF TUNIS 

is certainly not a foeman/worthy of the steel 
of France, but the unrelenting bitterness and 
hostility of the savage Kroumir and other 
tribes of the desert, who, when whipped on 
the plains, will retirein their thickly wooded 
mountain fastnesses, where they cannot be 
followed by regular troops, are factors of no 
inconsiderable importance. On the otber 
side, the mode of mobilization of the French 
troops has shown so many defects that the 
distrust in their quick movements and effi- 
ciency in the fleld is nearly edu as well 
founded to-day as it was at the time when 
Napoleon II. asked his Secretary of War, 
Lebouf, whether the army was ready, and, 
receiving an affirmative answer, he had to 
find out soon after, to his sorrow, that it was 
not.

A WARLIKE SPIRIT. 
Lendon Spectator, April 83. 

A message from Hong Kong of March 23, 
published through Reute?, announces a fact 
of very grave importance. Tso Tsung Tang 
has been appointed President of the Board 
of War, besidés receiving other high honors. 
This means that the great Chinese General 
who destroyed the Panthay Kingdom, and 
swept away the Mussulman Government and 
people in Kashgar, has not only been recalled 
to Pekin, but has been placed there in the 
highest office. The “ War Party,” as it is 
called, has not only triumphed in the Palace, 
but has absorbed the General whose victories 
were making hin 80 formidable that 
they militated at Pekin against more war. 
So long as ‘T'so remains at this post the new 
polity of China, of reVindicating old terri- 
tories and risking war with Europe, will be 
pursued. As we have repeatedly pointed 
out, this directly affects Great Britain. We 
have not carried out the Convention of Che- 
foo, and we have given great umbrage to 
Ohina, not by the opium traffic, but by insist- 
ing that China shall have none of its profits. 
France, too, may read the announcement 
with some alarm. The ruler of Tonquin, 
whois threatened with immediate absorp- 
tion into Cochin China, has paid up all ar- 
rears of tribute to Pekin, and has, it is 
strongly suspected, requested aid. The con- 
quest of Tonquin in the face of a Chinese 
army armed with weapons of precision 
would be a very serious affair.

BOOTH AND IRVING. 


Memorable Appearance of the Ameri- 
can and English Tragedians on the 
Same Stage—A Distinguished Audi- 
ence and a Demonstrative Reception 
at the Lyceum. 

LONDON, May 2.—That interesting and much- 
anticipated theatrical event, the appearance of 
Mr. Irving and Mr. Booth in the same play, drew 
an enormous and brilliant audience to the Lyce- 
um to-night. Every seat in the theatre was be- 
spoken weeks ago. All the stalls were reserved 
for friends and critics. In them were the 
habitués ahd celebrities invariably found on 
first nights at the Lyceum; but on the present 
occasion, Owing to the unusual interest in the 
performance, people were content to get seats 
anywhere in the house. Long before the door 
were opened crowds gathered at the entrances 
of the theatre, the disagreeable wet evening 
having no effect in cooling their determination 
to get in. Mr. Booth, Mr. Irving, and Miss Ellen 
Terry ‘ fecéived ovations when they ap- 
pearéd, the applause being long sustained 
on Mr. Booth’s appearance, and evidently 
affording him deep gratification. His Othello is 
alfeAdy familiar to London playgoers, as is Miss 
Terry's delightiful performance of Desdemona. 
Mr. Terriss appeared as Cassio, Mr. James Mead 
as Brabantio, Mr. H. W. Riners as Rodefigo, and 
Miss Georgina Pauncefort as Emilia. The 
scenery, as usual at the Lyceum, was effective 
and well set. The stage management was ex- 
cellent. I have reason to know that Mr. Booth 
expressed himself in enthusiastic terms upon 
Mr. Irving's ability as a stage manager during 
the rehearsais for the prodaction of Othello.“ 
Mr. Irving’s appearance as Jago had been 
awaited with much curiosity and interest. He 
played the part with all his usual picturesque- 
ness and style, but with a redundancy of by- 
play which did not always strengthen his 
impersonation; such, for instance, as the 
constant scratching of his head, pulling 
of his ear, and nonchalance of manner. 
His view of lago is decidedly that he was 
a jocular villain, and left an impression 
that the cause and motive of the tremendous 
vengeance which he wreaks were inadequate. 
He was decidedly more of a courtier than a 
soldier. The scenes between Othello and Jago 
left something wanting, ana did not reach the 
bigh standard of superexceliency anticipated 
by such a rare combination of talent. The 
scenes between Othello and Desdémona were of 
great force and pathos. All were recalled after 
the acts, Mr. Booth's salutation to Mr. Irving 
being marked on every occasion, and the co- 
operation of the two actors evidentiy cordial, 
theugh 1 naturally Mr. Booth was re- 
luctant to lay very savage hands on Mr. Irving 
during the jealousy scene. In fact, it was curi- 
ous to note that Mr. Booth's physique was below 
that of Mr. Irving, and consequently there was 
au impression that Othello was overweighted by 
his ancient. This destroyed the illusion and 
created a desire to see the actors with the parts 
reversed. Buch will be the cage next week, 
when Mr. Booth plays Jago. After the per- 
formance loud and 1 calls were raised 
for & speech, to which Mr. Irving responded by 
expreseed gratification at the reception of Mr.

The Sensation of the Day Comes 
from the Madison 
Dike. 


It Was Cut Thursday Night by 
Some Unknown Scoun- 


drels. 


2 Twenty Thousand Acres of Rich 
Farming Lands Now Be- 
| ing Flooded. 


No Material Change at East St. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 6.—The predictions of 
yesterday in relation to a fall in the river 
have been partially verified. A decline of 
one inch is reported to-day, with a good 
chance of the water fufther subsidiug before 
sundown. Reports from the Upper Missis- 
sippi and the Missouri chronicle a fall all the 
way down, with an occasional rise. The 
flood sensation of the day comes from the 
Madison County dike, opposit Long Lake, 
which was cut last night by some un- 
known scoundrels, who so far have 
succeeded in esoaping detection. The 
very best farming land in the *Amer- 
ican Bottom, which has hitherto resisted the 
encroachment of the flood, is to-day going 
under water laden with growing and perish- 
able crops. It must be understood that 
Madison County is diked in many directions. 
Beginning at Madison, on the river bank, 
ohe dike runs parallel with the Mississippi. 
Another dike and Stanley’s ditch cut across 
east at Madison to the high grounds at the 
north end of Long Lake. From Venice east 
another dike reaches out to nearly the south- 
ernend of Long Lake, a distance of about 
two miles and 4 half, and then it 
turns north along the lake shore 
until it too reaches the uplands at 
the north end of the laké. Theembankments 
form an irregular quadrilateral. with un- 
equal faces. The river side is about thir- 
teen miles, the north three miles, the upland 
edge afid the east dyke about ten miles, and 
the south embankment two and a half miles. 
The quadrilateral embraces about 20,000 
acres of land, almost wholly under cultiva- 
tion, and, although mueh of it is rolling 
ground, at least 15,000 acres are endangered 
by the cut. The south end of the trapésoid 
iscut up into a great many small farms, 
averaging eighty actes. All about the 
break, trusting to the shelter of the dike, 
had gathered little homes,—none of them 
rich, but all testifying to moderate comfort 
and industry, each with its outhouses and 
garden-pate ea. about to lose all that made 
it valuable beneath the high tide. The im-

A GRAND SCHEME.

OrrawA, May 6.—Thé extensive cheese 
exporter, Mr. George Morton, of Kingston, 
is at present in the city. He nas had several 
interviews with the Governor-General, and 
members of the Cabinet pertaining to mat- 
ters in connection with his Northwest coloni- 
zation scheme. His intentions are to form a 
company with a paid-up capital of $400,000 
to fence in 224 farms of 160 acres each, break 
up forty acreson each farm, build a good 
house, stock each lot with thirty 
milch cows, all these farms to be served 
by a narrow-gauge railroad of two feet, 
with a station at every man’s door; the railway 
to be thirty-three andahaif miies in length, 
with fifty-eight stations. to collect the 
milk twiee daily for six months or longer, to 
raige all the calves instead deaconing them, 
as practiced in dairy districts In America, and to 
build an immense cheese and butter factory for 
manufactur Cheddar, Stilton, and Gruyere 
cheese from 6,700 cows, which could be sold or 
rented at the option of the settler. This scheme 
will be of great advantage to peor men 
having families who can milk stock, thus 
sav the otherwise necessary outiay for 
labor. It will doubtless cause a stir in the 
8 communities of America and 
Great Britain. Connected with this scheme 
75,000 acres of a ranch for feeding steers are re-

The increased mortality in the northern sections, 
and especially in the Northwest, is probably due 
to unusual cold. and a certaia epidemic tendency 
to gastro-intestinal diseases which was noted 
last month. The deaths from smali-pox report- 
ed in this section are confined to Chi and its 
vicinity. The general death-rate for this section 
bas tallen from 2.42 to 20.00 since February, and 
remains, as usual, the lowest of the three.’

A large and influential party, whose views are 
expressed by the New York Herald, are bears.

New York, May 6.—The share speculation 
continues quite active, and the dealings ani- 
mated. The buying in the leading shares is 
very large and round amounts thereof change 
hands rapidly. It is a very noticeabie fact, how- 
ever, that any attempt to realize profits results 
inasharp decline in prices, and the reaction in 
many cases exceeds the advance. At the open- 
ing of business to-day the general list was , to 
1 per cent higher than the closing quotations 
of yesterday, and in the early dealings an ad- 
vance of ‘4 to 1 per cent was recorded, which 
was quickly followed by a decline of & tol 
per cent. The outside speculators e to be 
increasing in number. 

Atthe first Board the speculation became 
strong and buoyant, and under the influence of 
a brisk purchasing movement the entire list 
took an upward turn and continued to advance 
without any important interruption up 
to the Second Board, when the improve- 
ment from the lowest point of the 
morning ranged from % to 4 per cent, 
and was most marked in Hannibal & St. Joseph, 
Kansas & Texas, Memphis & Unarleston, Texas 
Pacitic, Colambus, Chicago & Indiana Central, 
and Houston & Texas. In the late dealings 
realizing sales caused a reaction of 4 to 3 per 
cent, the latter in Memphis & Charieston, but 
in the final sales a firmer tone prevailed, 
and the market closed at ; tol per cent. Mis- 
souri Paciiic declined 4 per cent on the day's 
transactions. This stock is not yet distributed 
and is extremely sensitive. Just betore the 
close Chicago & Alton and Indiana, Blooming- 
ton & Western took 4 strong — turn, and 
rose 3 per cent each. 

The money market worked — th rough - 
out the day, the highest rate paid for call loans 
on pledge of stock coliateral being 5 per cent.
